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Russia Agrees 
> Return the

WASHINGTON (AP)-The So- 


viet Union has agreed to return 
two American fliers shot down 
over East Germany March 10. 
JTheir fellow crewman was re- 
leased Saturday. 


The announcement that the 


two were to be freed was made 
Sunday by Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk on the CBS radio-tel- 
evision 
program 
"Face 
the 


Nation." He got the word by 
telephone from Soviet Ambas- 
sador Anatoly F. Dobrynin just 
before going on the air. 


"I would hope the matter will 


,|now be taken off the books," 


Rusk said. The secretary did 
not say when the fliers would 
be freed, only that "they short- 
ly will be back in this country." 


The airmen are Capts. David 


I. Holland, 35, of Holland, Minn., 
and Melvin J. Kessler, 31, of 
Philadelphia. The third mem- 
ber of the crew, Lt. Harold W. 
Welch, 24, of Detroit, was freed 
by Soviet authorities Saturday. 


40' The Americans were aboard a 


reconnaissance plane shot down 
by Soviet fighters in Eas Ger- 
man airspace. The three para- 
chuted to safety. 


Rusk said there were no deal- 


ings with the East Germans in 
getting the fliers released. He 
denied that the plane was on a 
spying mission. 


The Russians have been insist- 


Jng that the fate of the Ameri- 
•*cans was a matter to be settled 


by the United States and East 
Germany. Washington has re- 
fused to deal with the East Ger- 
man 
government, contending 


the Soviet Union is still the oc- 
cupation authority in East Ger- 
many. 


The Russians "are simply re- 


leasing" the men, Rusk, said. 
"The Soviets came to their own.

cials could draw the expense

money but they had to certify

that money had been spent.

down in a suit in which William

. M. Berry attacked constitution- 
4ality of Act 399 of 1961. 
' 
The act appropriates $1,800 a 


year in expense money for the 
lieutenant governor, speaker of 
the house, attorney general, se- 
cretary of state, treasurer, audi- 
tor and land commissioner. 


Section 3 of the act stipulated 


that the auditor should simply 
draw a warrant each month for 
$150 in behalf of each of the offi- 
j cials without any evidence be- 
*~ing submitted that money had 


been spent for public relations. 


The court declared that Sec- 


ion 3 was unconstitutional but 
that the rest of the act could 
stand and the officials could 
draw the expense money by 
filing an affidavit that they had 
incurred expenses. 


Berry argued in his appeal 


for a rehearing that the Su- 
preme Court did not have the 
right to sever Section .3 and let 
the rest of the act stand sinoe 
the act did not have a severabil- 
ity clause. 


In rejecting the petition for 


rehearing, the court said the 
court had for years severed un- 
constitutional sections of law 
and this had been done long be- 
1'ore the legislature adopted the 


M device of writing severability 
* clauses into its acls.

urged Pakistan to join with In- 
dia in measures to halt Moslem- 
Hindu rioting which has result- 
ed in some 200 deaths in eastern 
India.

private letter to Pakistani Pres- 
ident Mohammed Ayub Khan on 
Friday, informed sources dis- 
closed today.

disorders 


might turn into massacres and 
provoke new trouble between In- 
dia and Pakistan. 


The 74-year-old Indian leader, 


still recovering from a mild 
stroke in January, urged imme- 
diate talks between the home 
ministers of both nations as a 
first step in a joint effort to pre- 
vent further bloodshed. 


Ayub Khan has not yet replied 


to Nehru's overture, the sources 
said. 


Nehru described the rampag- 


es of Hindu mobs as a reaction 
to anti-Hindu rioting in East 
Pakistan Mast December and 
January and the flood of Hindu 
refugees into India from the 
predominantly Moslem area, the 
sources said.

opinion written by Chief Justice 
Carleton Harris.

World More 
Moral Than 
Century Ago 


LONDON (AP) -Dr. John 


Heenan, archbishop of West- 
minster and leader of Britain's 
four million Roman Catholics, 
blames psychiatrists and some 
of the clergy for looser sexual 
morals in Britain. 


Yet he thinks England is, on 


balance, a much more moral 
place than it was in (he days of 
Charles Dickens (1812-1870). 


"People will confuse immoral- 


ity as mainly concerned with 
sex, fornication, adultery and so 
on," said (he archbishop in an 
interview. "But oppression of 
poor is what really cries out to 
heaven for vengeance. Then, 
too, there is the complete con- 
tempt most comfortably oi'f peo- 
ple—and I don't just mean the 
rich—have for the down-and-out. 
That's immoral, if you like." 


Dr. Heenan said of present- 


day youth in Britain: 


"There lias been a growth of 


violence. Perhaps the cult of 
youth is largely to be blamed. 
And that was started by the 
government as a kind of answer 
to the Hitler youth during the 
war. It was in the spirit of the 
times." 


The real trouble with youth, 


Dr. Heenan thinks, is that it is 
made too much fuss of. People 
who get fussed over get spoiled, 
he says. 


Dr. Heenan, who had long ex- 


perience in London's East End 
slums as a parish priest before 
becoming a bishop says: 


"I think it's true thai there 


are more criminals today. But 
then there are more good peo- 
ple, too—because there are more 
people. In the Ifith century the 
population of the whole of Eng- 
land was nothing like the pres- 
ent population of London alone. 
With the number of people still 
increasing by natural growth 
and immigration, it would be 
extraordinary 
indeed 
if 
we 


didn't have more prisons." 


The archbishop does not think 


any dramatic action such as the 
use of worker-priests will help 
the church regain its lost con- 
tact with those who don't go to 
church.

Cassius Could 
Be Licked by 
Boxing Board

NEW YORK (AP)—The move 


of the World Boxing Association 
to strip Cassius 
Clay of his 


heavyweight title may lead to a 
"big, big mess." 


Ed Lassman, president of the 


WBA, 
said in Miami, Fla. Sun 


day that Clay's personal actions 
has made him a "detriment to 
the boxing world" and that he 
was polnig the WBA's 20-mem- 
ber executive committee to de 
clare the title vacant. 


Lassman said that only 11 


votes were needed and that he 
expected to announce a "favor 
able vote" Friday. 


The champ himself—or Mu- 


hammad Ali as he prefers to be 
called — countered with the as- 
sertion that "they're going to 
cause a big, big mess all around 
the world." 


Lassman's action, virtually on 


the eve of Tuesday's opening of 
a Senate boxing probe in Wash 
ington, surprised puglistic cir- 
cles almost as much as Clay did 
in dethroning champion Sonny 
Listen in their title bout Feb. 25 
at Miami Beach. Listen failed to 
come out for the seventh round, 
:laiming and injured shoulder. 


Clay, who has acknowledged 


that he is a member of the 
Black Muslims, a Negro su- 
premacy group, claims he is 
"the saviour of boxing" and is 
not, 
a "poor example for the 


youth of the world" as Lassman 
contends. 


"I don't drink, I don't smoke," 


he said at his New York hotel.
